The Boston area held funerals for 
two of its dead Tuesday as more 
details emerged about how the two 
Boston Marathon bombing suspects 
may have been swayed by a radi- 
cal, anti-American strain of Islam. 

In Washington, Senate Intelli- 
gence Committee member Richard 
Burr, R-N.C., said after his panel was 
briefed by law enforcement officials 
that there is “no question” that older 
brother Tamerlan Tsarnaev was “the 
dominant force” behind the attacks 
and that the brothers had appar- 
ently been radicalized by material 
on the Internet rather than by con- 
tact with militant groups overseas. 

Dzhokhar Tsarnaev’s condition 
was upgraded from serious to fair 


as investigators continued building 
their case against the 19 -year-old 
college student. He could face the 
death penalty after being charged 
Monday with joining forces with 
his brother, now dead, in setting off 
the bombs that killed three people. 

Funerals were held Tuesday for 
Martin Richard, 8, the youngest of 
those killed in the April 15 blasts, 


and for Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology police officer Sean Col- 
lier, who authorities said was shot 
by the Tsarnaev brothers April 18. 

Two U.S. officials speaking on 
condition of anonymity Tuesday 
said that Tamerlan Tsarnaev, 26 
— who died last week in a gunbat- 
tle with police — frequently looked 
at extremist websites, including

Suspect: No Plot Against Canada 


Three Questions: A Complicated History 

Tehran on Tuesday denied any role in an alleged Canadian terror plot influ- 
enced by al-Qaeda operatives in Iran. Here’s a look at Iran’s ties to al-Qaeda: 

I Are Iran and al-Qaeda allies? 

• Relations have always been rocky. Iran has been at odds with al-Qaeda 
on many fronts. Afundamental divide is over the two main branches of Islam: 
Iran is mostly Shiite, and al-Qaeda is nearly exclusively Sunni-led. 

2 Has Iran helped the West identify al-Qaeda fugitives? 

• To some extent, yes. In 2003, Iran gave the U.N. Security Council the 
names of 225 al-Qaeda suspects detained and deported after illegally entering 
Iran. Iran’s offers of cooperation with Washington came to a halt after being 
named in 2002 as part of President George W. Bush’s “axis of evil.’’ 

3 Could al-Qaeda operatives in Iran have a role in coordi- 
• nating an attack in the West without Tehran’s knowledge? 

In the past, Iran kept a very close eye on all al-Qaeda figures in the country. But 
Tehran’s apparent loosening of restrictions on al-Qaeda operatives within the 
country, however, raises new questions, (ap) 


Al-Qaeda-influenced

A man accused of plotting with 
al-Qaeda members in Iran to 
derail a train in Canada reject- 
ed the charges Tuesday, saying 
that authorities were basing their 
conclusions on appearances. Law 
enforcement officials in the U.S. 
said the target was a train that 
runs between New York City and 
Canada. 

Canadian investigators say 
Raed Jaser, 35, and his suspected 
accomplice, Chiheb Esseghaier, 30,

Iran. Iran released a statement say- 
ing it had nothing to do with the 
plot, even though there were no 
claims in Canada that the attacks 
were sponsored directly by Iran.

Former teacher held 
without bond, faces 
child porn charges

After being spotted by a sharp- 
eyed tourist in Nicaragua, fugitive 
Eric Justin Toth was back in D.C. 
on Tuesday facing child pornogra- 
phy charges, including an accusa- 
tion he shot explicit video of a young 
boy at Washington National Cathe- 
dral’s Beauvoir elementary school. 

Toth met the tourist, who recog- 
nized him from media coverage, at 
a “social engagement” on April 18 
in Nicaragua, said Valerie Parlave, 
assistant director in charge of the 
FBI’s Washington Field Office. He 
was taken into custody by Nicara- 
guan authorities Saturday. 

Toth — a former third-grade 
teacher at Beauvoir — first came 
to police attention in 2008, when 
school employees discovered a cam- 
era assigned to him with 68 pic-

tures and videos, including por- 
nographic images of one of his 
former students, authorities said. 
Toth fled after being confronted 
by school officials. 

His arrest brings to an end the 
five-year search for a man who last 
year replaced Osama bin Laden 
on the FBI’s 10 most-wanted list. 

Authorities called Toth an 
“expert in social engineering,” 
saying has used two aliases and 


even faked his own suicide to elude 
police. In 2009, someone in Phoenix 
recognized him from the TV show 
“America’s Most Wanted,” but Toth 
vanished before officers arrived. 

Nicaraguan police said he had 
been living in Esteli, Nicaragua, 
under the alias of Texan Robert 
Shaw Walker, with a forged Amer- 
ican passport and falsified U.S. 
license and credit cards. He had 
been in Nicaragua on and off since 
October 2012, allegedly at times 
working with youth, police said. 

Tall and lanky, Toth is recog- 
nizable by a mole under his left 
eye. Nicaraguan police said in a 
news release that he hid the mole 
by wearing an eye patch in public. 

In federal court on Tuesday, 
Toth was ordered held without 
bond during a hearing. He is fac- 
ing two charges: production of 
child pornography and possession 
of child pornography. If convicted 
on both counts, he could face 15 to

Off-Duty Cop Fatally Shot 
By Stepson, Police Say

Police are searching for a Prince 
George’s County man accused of 
fatally shooting his stepfather, a 
D.C. police officer, after the officer 
asked him to do yard work. 

Police say Antwan Rayvon 
James, 27, shot 46 -year- old Joseph 
Burrough Newell on Monday night 
at the home they shared in the 
6700 block of Green Moss Drive 
in Upper Marlboro. 

Newell asked James to put fertil- 
izer on the lawn, then went outside. 
When James’ mother later yelled at 
her son to help his stepfather, the 
young man responded, “Oh, yeah? 
Watch this,” according to officials 
and court records. 

James then went outside and 
shot Newell — who was off duty 


at the time of the shooting and a 
24-year veteran of the District’s 
police force — in the back, author- 
ities said. After the D.C. officer 
fell to the ground, 
authorities said, 
his stepson stood 
over top of him 
and continued 
to fire.

chief, said James used a handgun

on — in the crime, and detectives 
have not yet recovered it.

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Arlington Streetcars Not Deterred 


County officials plan 
to continue project 
despite feds’ rejection 

Arlington 

Federal officials turned down 
Arlington County’s application for 
a national transportation program 
that could have expedited approval 
for a much-sought streetcar project. 
Authorities doubted the Columbia 
Pike system could be built for the 
estimated $250 million. 

According to a 96-page report 
from the Federal Transit Adminis- 
tration dated April 12, the almost 
five-mile-long streetcar line likely

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would cost closer to $310.1 million 
and as much as $402.4 million, 
including $71.8 million in contin- 
gency funds — double what coun- 
ty officials had predicted. 

Arlington County officials said 
Tuesday that although they were 
disappointed they didn’t qualify 
for the federal Small Starts pro- 
gram, the decision actually frees 
them to apply for another feder- 
al program that could bring more 
than the $75 million they sought. 

In fact, the decision provides a 
roadmap for how to apply for the 
New Starts program, which serves 
as the primary financial resource 
for local transit programs. 

“This will help us rethink how

we’re doing or add to how we’re 
thinking,” said county manager 
Barbara Donnellan. “This puts us 
in a much better place to be ready.” 

The long-planned streetcar line, 


from the Skyline area of Fairfax 
County to the Pentagon area, does 
not rely solely on federal funds. 
The project foresees using at least 
$35 million in state funds and 
$35 million from Fairfax County 
in a mix of state and local funds. 
Arlington’s $104 million contribu- 
tion would come from a commer- 
cial and industrial real-estate tax 
that can only be used for trans- 
portation. 

Arlington officials said the 
transit administration’s deni- 
al won’t slow the county’s prog- 
ress on planning, which is about 
90 percent done, or the con- 
struction, which has yet to begin.

little time in minor league experi- 
ence, he’s a good player,” Zimmer- 
man said.

Brown, who led the Cavs to 
the playoffs in all five seasons he 
coached them from 2005 to 2010, 
has agreed in principle to a con- 
tract to return as their coach, a 
person with knowledge of the sit- 
uation told the Associated Press 
on Tuesday. 

Brown had not yet signed his 
new deal, but has agreed to take the 
job, according to the person who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because negotiations were ongoing. 


The sides were working through 
the length of the deal and other 
matters, but Brown’s back with 
the team he guided to its great- 
est successes. 

Brown went 272-138 and went to 
the playoffs every season with the 
Cavs, teaming with LeBron James 


on a run to the NBA Finals in 2007. 
He was fired by owner Dan Gilbert 
after the Cavs lost to Boston in the 
2010 Eastern Conference semifinals, 
shortly before James decided he was 
leaving Cleveland as a free agent. 

Brown spent a full season with 
the Lakers but was fired by Los 


Angeles five games into this season. 

The Cavs have been without a 
coach since firing Byron Scott last 
week following his third-straight 
losing season. 

One of the main factors in 
Brown’s decision to come back to 
Cleveland was that he had already 
planned to move his family back 
to the area, long before Scott was 
fired.

He 
arrived at “SNL” relatively late, at 
the age of 32, but stayed for eight 
years performing wide-ranging, 
bug-eyed lunatics, as well as a stint 
as President George W. Bush. 

The “MacGyver” parody “Mac- 
Gruber” helped Forte transition 
away from “SNL.” While a box- 
office disappointment, earning just 
$8.5 million, the absurdist come- 
dy has its cult adherents. 

Green, whose 2007 short “New 
Boy” was Oscar-nominated, says 
she thought of Forte early on for her 
Ireland-set drama, having glimpsed 
from interviews that Forte was “a 
thoughtful, in some ways shy, self- 
deprecating, deep individual.” 

“People did think I was slight- 
ly ... they didn’t think I was crazy, 
they knew how talented he was,” 
Green says. “But he had not done 
a role like this. ... I was greeted 
with some funny reactions, espe- 
cially in Europe. A lot of people 
didn’t know who Will Forte was, 
and when they Googled him, they 
found a naked man with a piece of 
celery up his butt.”

Phoenix Goes for Broke 


The French indie rock 
group keeps the hits 
coming on 'Bankrupt!' 

Album Review 

The four Frenchmen known as 
Phoenix continue to refine their 
nonpareil synthesis of dance pop 
and glam rock on their fifth album 
“Bankrupt!” 

The pristinely produced record 
features miniature symphonies 
during transitions and swashes of 


melody that ascend on each chorus. 

As polished as the music is, 
singer Thomas Mars’ (below, far 
left) nonchalant voice is the band’s 
defining element. Railing off inner 
monologue lyrics about Scandina- 
vian leather, “Mint Julep testoster- 
one,” the Rosetta Stone and pes- 
ticides, his words act mostly as 
vehicles to sing along with. 

And you’ll want to. Even if noth- 
ing reaches the pure pop monstros- 
ity of “1901” or “Lisztomania” from 
the group’s previous album, “Wolf- 
gang Amadeus Phoenix,” potential 



hits abound. Lead track “Entertain- 
ment” picks up right where those 
left off. “Chloroform” splits the dif- 
ference between ballad and banger, 
a perfect tonic for drifting away 
while stuck in traffic. Subverting 
its title, “Trying to Be Cool” glides 
effortlessly on a floral neon groove. 

The band’s basic formula is still 


the same, but subtle shifts resonate. 
An acoustic guitar trickles through 
“Bourgeois”; a blizzard of synth 
glitter washes out the title track. 

But “Bankrupt!” is mostly just 
Phoenix getting better at what it 
does: firing off populist-themed 
sure shots that won’t get out of your 
head, jake o’connell (ap)

Canadian crooner Michael Buble 
projects a strange dichotomy in his 
eighth studio album, “To Be Loved.” 
It combines old and new, happy and 
blue, romance and more romance. 
His penchant for the golden stan- 
dards, which he covers with aplomb, 
is what saves the record from sound- 
ing too hollow, but it’s also the rea- 
son it sounds uneven. 

The four originals were all co- 
written by Buble, but apart from 
his joie de vivre and emotive voice, 
they fail to capture the imagination. 

It’s actually Buble’s love for mid- 
dle 20th-century music (which he 
covers often) that keeps this album 
in the middle of the road: As an art- 
ist, it’s time for Buble to become his
